This was 
the skilful maneeuvre of the 23d December, which

Curious case or Stanper.—In the Court of Com- | 
mon Pleas, last week, an action was brought by a | 
young gentleman, named Samuel Curtis, against Mr. | 
Curtis, the aurist, of Soho-square. The father of | 
the plaintiff, who resides at Glazenwood, Essex, is | 
cousin to the defendant. The plaintiff is about 22| 
years of age, and had been apprentice to the defen- | 
dent. His apprenticeship expired 12 months ago, 
but the plaintiffremained six months after with the | 
defendant, who spoke highly of his conduct, and | 
said he should succeed him in his business. On the | 
25th of Mareh, 1833, the father of the plaintiff called | 
upon thedefendant by appointment, in order to ar- 
range the terms upon which the plaintiff should con- 
tinue with the defendant in future. The plaintiff 
then astonished his cousin by stating that he would 
not have his son near him for ten thousand pounds, 
that he had sent him an anonymous letter, and that 
he could transporthim. The anonymous letter was 
dated Birmingham, Feb 26th, 1833, but the post-mark 
was Wickland, (freland.) It commenced by calling 
the defendant “‘ a victimizing old scoundrel ;” said 
“that he was an old extortioner—that there did not 
exist a worse blackguard—that he was an impudent 
scoundrel,” and asked, “ what right have you to style 
yourself Esquire—you should be called thief, one 
who pretends to cure diseases of the ear that you 
know no more about than the victimised individual 
who now addresses you. Ishould like to apply to 
you the tincture of cantharides internally every four 
hours, then give you a bolus of fish-hooks, and after- 
wards blister you with hobnails. All this time I 
would keep you from your fellow men.” The writer 
wound up his letter by calling Mr. Curtis a thief, 
cheat, liar, vagabond, and blackguard, and subscrib- 
ed himself ‘‘ Thomas Sweetapple, Civil Engineer.” 
The defendant said, atameeting of his friends, that 
he could prove that that the letter had been written 
by the plaintiff. In defepce, several witnesses were 
called, who gavea directly contrary opinion. The 
jury found for the plaintiff—Damages, Ferty S$hil- 
lings.— English paper.

safely sworn that he had never received a wound or 
injury whatever ! 

This trick we can easily understand to have been 
performed by means not unlike those which are 
resorted to upon our stage, whenever it becomes ne- 
cessary to hang, draw, and quarter pantaloon in the 
pantomine. If it be true, as Jahaugueir relates, 
these as jugglers also in a moment covered a pond 
with a mantle of ice sufficient to bear an elephant, 
the machinery sent from England to Ireland some 
time ago for freezing water must have been no no. 
velty in that country. We should much like to 
know Sir David Brewster’s conjectures with respect 
to the following, which must have been optical de- 
ceptions, and in which we trace a certain similarity 
to some of the stories so amusingly eleared up in 
the ** Letters on Natural Magic.” 

‘They caused two tents to be set up, the one at 
a distance of a bow shot from the other, the doors 
or entrances being placed exaetly opposite ; they 
raised the tent walls all around, and desired that it 
might be particularly observed that they were en- 











to recount the feats of some Bengal jugglers, which 
eannot, he thinks, but be considered among the most 
surprising circumstances of the age. The deserip- 
tion of the operations of those men is, however, in 
itself by no means unworthy of attention, inasmuch 
as it showsthe degree of perfeetion to whieh they 
carried their various contrivances for deceiving the 
imperial court. Jahaugueir was so struck withas- 
tonishment at the wonders which they wrought, that 
he ascribes them without hesitation to superiatural 
power. The jugglers were first desired to produce 
upon the spot, from the seed, ten mulberry trees. 
They immediately sowed in separate places seed in 
the ground, and ina few minutes aftera mulberry 
plent was seen springing from each of the seeds, 
each plant, as it rose in the air, shooting forth leaves 
and branches, and yielding excellentfruit! In the 
same manner, and by a similar magical process, ap- 
ple trees, mangoes, fig trees, almond and walnut trees 
were created, all producing fruit, which Jahaugueir 
asgure sus was exquisite tothe taste. This, however, 
he observes was not all :— 

‘Before the trees were removed, there appeared 
among the foliage birds of such surprising beauty, in 
color and shape, and melody of song, asthe world 
never saw before. Atthe close of the operation, the 
foliage, as in autumn, was seén to puton its varie- 
gated tints, and the trees gradually disappeared into 
the earth from which they had been made to spring. 

Major Price states, that he has himself witnessed 
similar operations on the western side of India, but 
thata sheet was employed to cover the process, “I 
have, however,” he adds, “no conception of the 
means by which they were accomplished, unless the 
jugglers had the trees about them, in every stage, 
from the seeding to the fruit.” 

The reader will be amused with the Emperor’s 
narrative of some more of these “specious mira- 
eles.” 

* One night, and in the very middle of the night, 
when half this globe was wrapped in darkness, one 
ef these seven men stirpped himself almost naked, 
and having spun himself swiftly round several 
times, he took a sheet, with which he covered him- 
self, and beneath the sheet. drew out a resplendent 
mirror, by the radiance of which alight so powerful 
was produced, as to have illuminated the hemis- 
phere to an incredible distance round; to such a dis- 
tance indeed, that we have the attestation of travel- 
lers to the fact, who declared, that on a particular 
night, the same night on which the exhibition took 
place, and at the distance of ten days’ journey, they 
saw the atmosphere so powerfully illuminated as to 
exceed the brightness of the brightest day they had 

ever seen. 

‘They placed in my presence a large seething 
pot or chaldron, and filled it partly with water, they 
threw into it eight of the smailer mauns of irack ; 
when without the smallest spark of fire, the chal- 
aron forthwith began to boil; in a little time they 
took offthe lid, and drew from it nearly a hundred 
platters full, each with a stewed fowl at the top 

But these feat of skill fall into significance when 
onpgnre? with the following extraordinary process : 

“ They produced a man whom they divided limb 
from limb, actually ene his head from his body. 
They scattered these mutilated members along the 

round, and in this state they lay for some time. 
hey then extended a sneet or curtain over the spot, 
and one of the men putting himself undor the sheet, 
in a few minutes came from beneath it, followed by 
the individual supposed to have been cut into joints, 
in perfect health and condition, and might have 





| | have exerted my utmost invention to dis¢over the 


tirely empty. Then, fixing the tent walls to the 
ground, two of the seven men entered, one into each 
tent, none of the other men entering either of the 
tents. Thus prepared, they said they would under- 
take to bring out of the tents any animal we chose 
to mention, whether bird or beast, and set them in 
conflict with each other. Khaunse-Jahaun, with a 
smile of ineredulity, required them to show us a 
battle between two ostriches. In a few minutes 
two ostriches of the largest size issued, one from 
either tent, and attacked each other with such fury 
that the blood was soon streaming from their heads ; 
they were at the same time so equally matched, that 
neither could get the better of the other, and they 
were therefore separated by the men, and conveyed 
within the tents. In short, they continued to pro- 
duce from either tent whatever animal we chose to 
name, and before our eyes set them to flight in the 
manner I have attempted to describe ; amd although 


secret of the contrivance,*it has been entirely without 
success. 





They were furnished with a bow and about fifty 
| steel pointed arrows. One of the seven men took 
the bow inhand, and shooting an arrow into the 
air, the shaft stood fixed at a considerable height ; 
he shot a second arrow, which flew straight to the 
first, to which it became attached, and so with one 
of the remaining arrows, to the last of all, which 
striking the sheaf, suspknded in the air, the whole 
immediately broke asunder, and came at once to 
the earth. 

“They produced a chain of 50 cubits in length, 
and in my presence threw one end of it towards the 
sky, where it remained, as iffastened to some hinge 
inthe air. A dog was then brought forward, and be- 
ing placed at the lower end of the chain, instantly 
ran up and reaching the other end immediately dis- 
appeared inthe air. In the same manner a hog, a 
panther, a lion, and a tiger, were alternately sent 
up the chain, and all actually disappeared at the up- 
per end of the chain. 

At last they took down the chain, and put it into 
a bag, no one even discovering in what way the dif- 
ferent animals were made to vanish into the air in 
the mysterious manner above described. This I 
may venture to affirm was beyond measure strange 
and surprising.”
